mea, witb an experienced Civil Engineer at their head, 
and that the contrartors are placed under ample bond for 
the faithful execution of their contract."

Id brief, I wish to remind "Progress" that 
the Editor of The Ledger does not draw his 
inspiration from the source indii-ated; he was 
an advocate of brick streets K)n>; before either 
"Progress" or the major portion of the present 
brigade of street corner loafers were l)orn; and 
he is still an advocate of brick streets.

of a century. Sorely, it was not a Council of 
'^business men" that bought the Wogglebug — 
too heavy }»y half, and j)ractically useless after 
it was bought. That Council evidently fol- 
lowed the oUl Putchman's plan — the most 
leather he could get for the money, regardless 
of the fit of the shoe. 1 have been told, how- 
ever, that Mr. Jobk W. ErrxL, Chairman of 
the Internal Improvement Committee, to his 
credit, opposed the purchase of this $8,000 white 
elephant.
